Within financial activities, employment rose
in real estate (+10,000), credit intermediation
(+9,000), and insurance carriers and related
activities (+9,000) in January. Together, these
three industries accounted for 89 percent of
the 190,000 jobs added in financial activities
over the past 12 months.

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Retail trade added 46,000 jobs, seasonally adjusted, in January. The
industries within retail trade that usually increase hiring for the holidays
laid off fewer seasonal workers in January, compared to the prior 5-year
average. This smaller layoff contributed to the seasonally adjusted
employment gain in January, particularly in furniture and home furnishings
stores (+6,000), electronics and appliance stores (+8,000), and in clothing
and clothing accessories stores (+18,000).
